Ho lielieved that (;very 
citizen who lia<l tho -time should 
attend pnl)lic heariiiKS, and in this 
way protect his own and the public's 
interests and assist In the protfress 
of tho city. 

He was interested in the trans- 
portation of tho city, and attcinded 
one hundred and seventy- five ineet- 
iiigs of liie oil! Itiipid 'I'laiisit Moard 
without missing one, altliouKli not 
a member. He was an advocate of 
a speedway and was always in favor 
of nood roads. 

He drove horses with Honner and 
Vanderbilt and was interested in 
developing the Anuw'iean lrott(»r. 
He came from Vermont fifty-five 
years ago, and his fortune was 
made through real estate invest- 
ments in the upper West side.

He drove eight in three minutes 
and nineteen seconds.

" Fischer attracts luoie than an 
onlinarj' amount of attention, for 
Ilie reason that his father was tme 
of the men hanged for participation 
in the Haymarket riot in Chicago, 
in the eighties. There are few to- 
daj' of the older generation, who 
do not rec.iU the names of Fischer, 
Spies, Paisons and the others, who 
were helil responsilde for the awful 
crime which shtx'ked the nation. 

" In iy02, yonug Fischer l>oarded 
with a Mrs, Coftiet, who resides in 
the Win^ns terrace, at 765 West 
North street, and during that time 
was employetl at the An>;le Sieel 
SUmI factory. He left the boarding 
bouse and remained away for some 
time. It is alleged that he return- 
ed one day when the people were 
out, onlnred the room of Agency, 
and took the pocket book and •S20 
in money. Since that time, ho has 
been at large.- 

"A short time ago. Deputy Bt^an 
was in South Haven, While stroll- 
ing around the town with Harry 
Parker, formerly a resident of this 
city, he pointed out a group of 
mnt«s, one of them being Fischer. 
The warrant Inid been in the 
sheriff's office for several months, 
and securing it, Bean returned to 
South Haveu and got his man. 
Parker aitled in identifying him- 

" Fisflier worked for some time 
for the Dunkley canning eoinpiiny 
in SoutU Haven. It is allegeil that 
he has been cohnectixl with various 
other escapatles of a smilar nature 
to the one for which he is now in 
jail. 

" Fischer will be arraigned Mon- 
day. He cannot talk, but writes 
and inakt^s vsigns. He is reticent 
even a\)out making signs, ami tloes 
not say much either by sit;n or writ 
ing," ■

" Greeting : We have heard 
of your great gathering for t)ie 
discussion of topics, which are 
of Universal interCHf to the 
deaf, and those who would be- 
friend them. We have there- 
fore, resolved to send by the 
hand of our Chaplain Superin- 
tendent, the Reverend Fred- 
erick William Gerrrge Gilby, 
M.A., a message of Fiaternal 
Goodwill and congratulation on 
the great success, which has at- 
tended tbe education of the 
deaf in Americir, and in tlie 
rapid spread of all kinds of As- 
sociations for their benefit.

Nome ol'old Ulory'it Proud Itajr*. 



It was a proud day — June 14, 
1777 — for the champion of Americau 
liberty, when the Stars and Stripes 
was first flung to the breeze and 
hailed as the flag of free America.

Grasping two of the boys 
he drew them to the largest portion 
of the raft, then picking up the 
other two ho swam with them to 
shore. Going outngain he procured 
the two he left clinging to the raft 
and brtmght them in. They would 
never have been able to make shore 
without Plunkett's aid.

The Oallnndet Memorial. 



It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Buildinj; for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, The present Church 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will for^i a facade 
to the church edifice and bo a center 
of ridi^ious and social life anioiifjst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildin^t, wliicli 
would hi*ve completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is sugK«s'ed as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be uow undertaken. St. 
Auu'h Church is need wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-ftvo feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will bo three 
stories in height, with a basenieul, 
and will be used for tho social, ro- 
ligiouH and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau-. 
det Memorial Parish Jiuilding" will 
l)e about 8;J0,0OO, and the buildinj; 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose lifo was devoted lo the 
silent peoples. They IhouiHelveH 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
